These fine upstanding 
athletes do not deserve such treatment end it 's a thorough disgrace to the game of 
soccer in this country.

ADELAIDE City not 
only jumped into joint 
top place with West 
Adelaide and 
Parramatta with their 
1-0 win over the 
Sharks on Sunday, 
they also set up a 
sellout gate for the

Despite rain and the 
Australian Grand Prix, 8,100 
fans turned out for the first 
National League derby of 
the season, 

The local giants turned on 
some fantastic soccer, aided 
by Sydney referee John 
Fraser, who let the game 
flow but also stomped on 
anyone who got out of line. 

But it must be said that 
apart from some dramatics 
from Hugo Gimenez there 
was little for him to 
complain about, and both 
teams tried to play the 
purest of soccer. 

The vital strike came 
from socceroo and olyroo 
Carl Veart in the 65th 
minute when he ran on to a 
cross from the right 
delivered by fellow roo 
Damien Mori. 

Veart, as he so often does, 
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Tan onto the ball and 
“bodied” it into the net. 

There were other chances, 
particularly for West in the 
first half when they looked 
as if they would run all over 
Jast year’s champions. 

Greg Brown shot wide in 
the 13th minute, when 
Iriarte missed from a 
Raymond Blair pass 
followed by a Stan Lazaridis 
shot which went over the 
bar.

But over the 90 minutes

performances of their stars

taste of an Adelaide derby in 
front of fanatical fans, and 
they came through it in 
style.

TASMANIA needs 
money and a suitable 
playing venue i is to 
have a team in the 
Coca-Cola National 
Soccer League.

Every visiting team that 
has ever played there, and 
that includes the Socceroos, 
has testified to that. 

Finding the money and 
players required is a different 
kettle of fish, however. a 

“There are a number of 


esseritial issues that Tasmania 
has got to look at, and the 
first area is the question of 
finance, where Tasmania is in 
a similar situation to Westem 
Australia,” Mr Holmes said. 
“Tasmania would need to 
make sure the club that goes 
into the competition would be 
capitalised to be able to run at 


a loss for at least three years.” 

If participation in the NSL. 
is still some years away, it 
does seem likely that 
Tasmania will take part in the 
state-of-origin series due to 
begin next season.

THE Uruguayan soccer 
players have been on 
strike since the 9th of 
October as a protest 
against the verdict 
delivered by the 
Uruguayan Football 
Association. 

‘The verdict in question is 
the one month suspension of 
the Second Division teams 
Basanez, the current leader, 
and Villa Teresa, running last 
in the same division, 

The sanction was reached 
by total consensus after 
followers of both teams 
created an incident that 
resulted in the death of one 
person and four others injured 
by bullets. 

The first consequence of 
the dispute has been suffered 
by Nacional of Montevideo, 
leader of the Uruguayan first 
division league, by being 
eliminated from the South 
‘American Super Cup champ- 
ionship after refusing to play 


against Racing of Argentina in 
a second round match because 
of its support of the strike, 

The Uruguayan Footbal! 
Association officials are 
convinced that the strike is 
being financed by “foreign 
sources”. 

By means of an 
“anonymous” collaborator 
the soccer players have 
received 300,000 American 
dollars in order to solve the 
most urgent financial 
problems caused by the 
conilict. The president of the 
Uruguayan Football 
Association, Hugo Batalla, 
declared that “Uruguayan 
football is going through 
difficult times due to the 
administration structure on 
one side and the power of 
Money on the other.” 

Batalla said that 
Tepresentatives of the soccer 
players have informed him of 
their trip to Buenos Aires to 
collect the 300,000 dolars and

that the money will be used to 
assist the footballers without 
income as result of the 
conflict, 

Fernando Silva,

But Batalla blieves, as 
many others including most 
of the sport journalists in 
Uruguay, that the players’ 
strike has been greatly 
supported by the persuasive 
power of Francisco “Paco” 
Casal, 

“Paco” Casal is a weatlhy 
entrepreneur who has 
negotiated million dollar deals 
on behalf of some of the best 
Uruguayan professional 
players by transferring them 
‘internationally. 

Casal is the agent-manager

$25 is a lot of money to 
pay for 90 minutes of 
entertainment, even if your 
unfashionable club is top of 
the league. 

The absence of terraces 
also reduces atmosptere 
dramatically. 

‘There was far more “feel” 
at the French First Division 
game 1 saw between Paris St 
Germain and Metz at the 
Pare de Princes - but then . 


there are still terraces behind 
both goals at that stadium. 

There was even plenty of 
atmosphere at Craven 
Cottage, where a sparse 
crowd watched Fulham 
against Hull City. There are 
terraces behind both goals at 
Craven Cottage, too. 

Norwich chairman Robert 
Chase. wildly out of touch 
with the fans, boasts in the 
1992-93 club yearbook: “The 
new Barclay Stand is now a 
reality and seats have been 
installed in the River End to 
make us one of the first all- 
seater stadiums in the 
country,” 

He’s proud of alienating 
the club’s followers. 

The additional outlay fans

Rangers golden chance for final 


GLASGOW RANGERS were given 
a golden opportunity to reach their 
first ever European final when they 
avoided runaway favourites AC 
Milan in the draw for the semi-final 
groups. 

The Scottish champions, who 
triumphed over Leeds United in the 
second round “Battle of Britain’, were 
drawn with France's Olympique 
Marseille, Belgian champions FC Brugge 
and CSKA Moscow of Russia, the 
conquerers of the holders Barcelona. 

In the other group, Fabio Capello’s AC 
Milan play Holland’s PSV Eindhoven, 
Portugal’s FC Porto and outsiders IFK 
Gothenburg of Sweden. 

On paper, with both Eindhoven and 
FC Porto top of their respective leagues, 
the Italian champions have been drawn in 
the tougher of the two groups but nobody 
seriously expects them not to reach the 
final.

Barcelona 3-2 in the Nou Camp Stadium 
last week, CSKA Moscow obviously 
have nobody to fear, but the former Red 
Army side will have preparation 
problems for their first two matches on 
November 25 and December 9 as the 
Russian league has already finished and 
doesn’t start again until the spring. 

FC Brugge were lucky to scrape into 
the group stage after being beaten 3-1 by 
Austria Vienna last week. The Belgian 
champions qualified on the away goals 
Tule after winning 2-0 at home in the first 
keg. 

The teams in each group play each 
other home and away with the winners of 
each going straight into the final at the 
end of May. 

After the first two games, competition 
does not resume until March 3 — so 
early season form is often a poor guide to 


the eventual winners, 

In the Cup-winners’ Cup, the tie of the 
quarter finals is Feyenoord of Holland’s 
clash with Spartak Moscow, the side that 
humiliated Liverpool. 

Unlike their near neighbours CSKA, 
Spartak have the advantage of not having, 
to play until March and with the 
advantage of the first tie being in the 
Dutch port, they are probably marginal 
favourites, 

Ttaly, like the city of Moscow and 
Belgium, still has an interest in all three 
European competitions but Parma will be 
hard pressed to get through against Sparta 
Prague, The Czech side accounted for the 
holders Werder Bremen in the last round 
and with a defence packed with 
internationals, they are a difficult side to 
beat. 


Atletico Madrid should be too good for 
Olympiakos of Greece, who enjoyed a 
considerable amount of good fortune and 
some controversial refereeing decisions 
to get past Monaco in the last round.
